With a view to making non-park- 
ing sections of the ordinance less 
drastic, It is provided that if a car i 
attended, 'if may be left in the re- 
stricted area long enough to permit 
an occupant to transact business in 
a store or office, the maximum time 
limit being five minutes. 
One Exception Made 
There is one exception to this pro- 
vision. Thaf la, that no car shall be 
parked, attended or unattended, on 
West Milwaukee street, from Main to 
Biwivi* for. a,,;.longer_,perlp.d,...th.ar: 
"necessary" to receive 'or discharge 
passengers. 
For instance, stopping- 
a car in front of the Jackman block 
while one of the occupants goes Into 
a store or office for a few minutes la 
strictly forbidden.

It is explained that elimination of 
parking on Milwaukee, from Bluff to 
Franklin, will do away with one of 
the greatest dangers under present 
conditions on that narrow part of 
the main thoroughfare. When a car 
is parked on any part of this section, 
It is almost Impossible for traffic to 
g-et through when a street car Is 
passing. - 
Paralleling Is Not ConJTusinK 
The section -which provides for 
parallel parking designates a 3-feet 
space between each car furnishing 
ample room for a driver to get out 
without striking the machine either 
in front or to the rear of him. This 
system works out well in other cities, 
it Is said. 
• 
Parking at right angles on Main 
street, outside of the present 100 foot 
noni-parking zone, is permissible be- 
cause of the width of the thorough- 
fare, it is pointed out with the ex- 
planation that uniform parking at 
right angles will give room for more 
machines than under the present 
plan of parking at angles of from 
45 to 75 degrees. 


Tail-Ijig.lit Provision 
Under the. new state law, chapter 


626, laws of 1919, which provides 
that tail-lights must be kept, lighted 
on cars parked where the machine 
is not visible for more than 500 feet, 
the ordinance makes this provision:

JUDGING -WHAT TO PRINT. 


A decision which by no means blazes a new 
legal trail, but which deserves wide publicity 
because too many people are prone' to forg-et the 
principle upon which it is based, 'was rendered 
recently by the Appellate Court of Chicago 
As 
digested in the Associated Press report the de- 
cision upheld "the right of a newspaper to pub- 
lish what it considers news and to disregard 
whateverjt believes does not come within that 


In this particular case suit for damages had 
been brought against a Chicago newspaper by 
a man who was a candidate for'a political office 
on an independent ticket. 
The newspaper was 
charged with having- • printed a facsimile of a 
portion of a specimen ballot showing the names 
of other, candidates, but omitting the names of 
the independent candidates.. The aggrieved ex- 
candidate alleged that this omission was "wil- 
ful, and malicious and done with, intent to in- 
jure 
his candidacy. 


In its decision the court said: "The defendant 
(newspaper) owed no duty to either the plaintiff 
or the public to publish anything which for any' 
reason it did not see fit to publish. The de- 
fendant is the sole judge of the value of news as 
such. A newspaper must remain free to publish
